Jn Effort To Defend Judge Swayne, 


Maine Congressman Indulged 
in Assault on Motives of 
Pensacola Financier Now 

in Grave. 


Washington, January 13.—Further con- 

sideration was given in the house of 
representatives today to the impeach- 
ment charges against Judge Charlies 
@wayne, of the northern district of 
Florida. 

Today there was a noticeable lack of 
interest in the case, except among a few 
members. Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, 
claimed that there had been ‘“‘no hunt- 


ding or hounding’ or Judge Swayne until, 
‘as a result of fhe O'Neal contempt case 


O'Neal sought to get his revenge on 
Judge Swayne, and charged that since 

O’Neal died his friends were to an ex- 
tent carrying on the prosecution.

With great bitterness, Mr. Littlefield 
closed by saying that there had been no 
Runting or hounding of Judge Swayne 
until O'Neal sought to get his revenge 
and -undertake with his own weapon to 
paralyze the arm of every court that sat

O’Neal, he said, was dead, but behind 


“him he had left that legacy, and a fair 


construction of the record showed that 
O'Neal's friends were to an extent carry- 
ing it on. Mr. Littlefield uttered the

Function of the House Defined. 


Mr. Powers (Mass.), a member of the

Replying to a demand by Mr, Gillette, 
of California, to state the opinion of 
the lawyers and citizens of Florida re- 
garding the honesty, morality, integrity 
and ability of Judge Swayne prior to 
the O'Neal] contempt case, Mr. Powers 
gsaid the evidence showed that the agita- 
tion against Judge Swayne had been on 
for years. He said. however, that sev- 
eral members of the Florida Bar As- 
sociation had written the committee 
commending Judge Swayne for his hon- 
esty and integrity. 

An earnest plea for a separate yote 
on each of the twelve articles of im- 
peachment was made by Mr. Parker, of 
New Jersey, one of the signers of the 
minority report on the Swayne case. He 
said that except for Judge Swayne’: ex- 
pense account the alleged impeachable 
acts complained of were so old and stale 
that they shouk! not now be revived. 

“It makes he hot,’’ ejaculated Mr. 
Parker, ‘‘to find the persecution that has 
been lavished upon this judge.’’ 

Mr. Parker tnade some allusions to 
other judges having charged the fuil 
$10 a day allowances for expenses, 
which brought on a lively colloquy be- 
tween himself and Mr. Jenkins, of Wis- 
‘econsin, chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee. Mr. Parker impetuously sald 
that such evidence had been offered the 
committee and ruled out. 

“Tt- was not offered,"’ retorted Mr. Jen- 
kins, who added it was no defense of 
Judge Swayne ‘‘to show that ten other 
judges have deliberately stolen $6,000 
out of the treasury of the United 
States."’ 

The Swayne charges were then laid 
aside and the house at 5:30 o'clock ad- 
journed until] tomorrow.

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ON RATE MAKING 


Avain Before Committee of 
lhe House 


Declares All Well Managed’ Rail- 
roads Are Now Against Rebates 
and Would Welcome Law 
Making Them Abso- 
lutely Impossible. 


Washington, January 13.—Opposition 
to government rate-making for the rail- 
roads was continued today before the 
house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce. 

President Samuel Spencer, of the 
Southern railway, resunted his argu- 
ment of yesterday against the Quarles- 
Cooper bill. The committee refused by 
wu vote of 4 to 3 to go into executive 
session tov consider a motion by Rep- 
resentative Davey, of Louisiana, to close 
the hearings on the question January 


24. 

Mr. Spencer, taking up the increase of 
receipts of railroads in 1903, of $155,- 
000,000 over the year 1899, emphasized 
that the year 1899 was the lowest rate 
period in the history of railroads. He 
said that if the character of the ton- 
nage had been precisely the same dur- 
ing the years 1899 and |1903,there would 
not be the $155,000,000 difference in 
rates. There are, however, fluctuations 
going on in classification all the time, 
but these reclassifications have not re- 
sulted in increasing rates. 

Commercial Upheavel Feared, 

Answering a question as to whether 
there would be any objection to a unl- 
form classification of freight .throughout 
the country, Mr. Spencer said there 
might not be, although it would with- 
out doubt throw the rates of certain 
railroads out of line. If it was done 
violently and suddenly, it would result 
in a commercial upheaval. The putting 
of freight into classes to avoid a rate 
on every commodity, he said, had been 
a matter of evolution, certain groups 
of roads had worked out their own clas- 
sifications and to disturb it would mean 
@ general readjustment of rates. Asked 
ig freight rates were the same both ways 
on a given road, Mr. Spencer said there 
was often a great difference in rates on 
the same commodity each way on the 
road, 

Answering Representative Richardson, 
of Alabama, Mr. Spencer said: “Speak- 
ing unofficially, for, I might say, 75 
per cent of the roads of the country, 
I assert that you cannot make a law 
forbidding rebates too drastic to suit 
us.’’ 


Nailroads Against Rebates. 


“No well-managed road now gives re- 
bates,’’ he continued, “and any method 


to absolutely prohibit the practice would | 


be. welcomed by the railroads. Revert- 
Ing again to the result of reclassifica- 
tion of freight which is constantly go- 
ing on, Mr Spencer said the result was 
uniformly a reduction and not an in- 
crease of rates. 

Asked as to what power the interstate 
commerce comniission had regarding 
rates, Mr. Spencer sald: 

“It has power to state what is an un- 
reasonable rate, and we have the rigat 
to test that assertion in the courts.’’ 

The conferring of the power to de- 
clare what is a reasonable rate, he 
maintained, would be prejudicia] to the 
commercial interests of the country. 


Expects Reduction in Rates. 

Confessing that he had not read the 
pending bill with the idea that it grant- 
ed authority to the commission to raise 
rates, in naming “a reasonable rate,”’ 
Mr. Spencer said that in his mond 
such authority would be carried in the 
measure, But he doubted if the autfior- 
ity would be ever exercised. He indf- 
cated that the readjustment would uni- 
formly be a reduction in rates. 

Carriers, he said, did not expect an 
arm of the government to help them to 
raise or maintain rates, but they ought 
to be left free to cooperate with each 


other in the way of making ‘reasonable | 
These | 


agreements’’ among themselves, 
agreements should be made public, if 
necesary. It was indispensable that car- 
riers should know what each other was 
doing on @ rate on one particular gom-. 
modiig, 

“If legislation is to take place in any 
form,’’ he continued, ‘‘and we hope it 
Will nog be in this form, it should in- 
clude something that will insure stapbil- 
ity of ratea and that these rates should 
be high enough to remunerate the carrier 
for service performed. In this connec- 
tion there are three, four or five state- 
ments in reports of the interstate com- 
merce commission that there are many 
instances in this country where rates are 
entirely too low. 

“The man does not live,’ asserted 
Mr. Spencer, “who can draft a law that 
wil] grant authority to any body of men 
that can be exercised effectively to abol- 
ish discrimination between locglities It 
is impossible to do away with the com- 
plaint of discrimination on the part of 
localities."’ 

The present bill, he said, would inflict 
an irreparable injury on a “railroad, 
which has fixed a rate, after a careful 
consideration by having that rate set 
aside and another named by the com- 
mission, and the whole matter tied up in 
the courts, 

The pill, he said, would be conferring 
anomalous powers upon one body. The 
commission was created to institute pro- 
ceedings against carriers. Here it was 
proposed to invest the body with a ju- 
dicia} function—the power to condemn a 
rate as unreasonable. 

Mixing Commission’s Functions. 


Then the next step contemplated was 
to give them authority to name a new 
rate for the future—a function under the 
law and decisions of the courts, a legis- 
lative function. This would make the 
commission first a prosecuting body, next 
a judicial body and lastly a legislative 
body. Mr. Spencer asked the committee 
if it was not worth while to stop and 
consider most carefully the effect of the 
pending bill, in view of the unprece- 
dented powers it granted. Speaking for 
the railroads, he said: 

“all we have the right to ask is that 
the subject shall be given a very thor- 
ough and careful consideration befure 
action is taken.” 

The granting of the power proposed, 
he maintained, meant that eventually, ir 
not speedily, the commission would he 
forced to make every railroad fate in 
the country. 

In conclusion he suggested that, in 
his opinion, the only legislation necessary 
on the subjec8 at present, if, indeed, any 
was necessary, was the stopping of ap- 
peels from decisions of the Gemmisslan

Admission of Railroad 
terests Disrupted Old 
Association. 


Denver, January !3.—The National Live 
Stock Association was rent in twain today 
by the adoption of a new constitution, 
which admitted packers to membership 
and provided an open door through which 
the raiJroads of the country may at any 
time become factors in the control of the 
organization. 

The cattle men, horse and swine grow- 
ers, together with representatives of some 
of t& affiliated industries refused to 
agree with the new constitution and with- 
drew when they considered its adoption 
probable, and this afternoon formed a new 
organization under the name of _ the 
American Stock Growers’ Association, 
whose aim it will be to wield a dominant 
influepgce in the interest of the cattle 
grower. 

Roughly speaking, the sheep growers, 
commission men and stock yards interests 
remained with the National Live Stock 
Association and the actual growers of all 
other animals for the market have gone 
with the new association. 

The cattlemen having first strongly op- 
posed admission into their organization of 
packers, and particularly of the railroads, 
claimed that these two inflences would 
ultimately dominate the cattle growing 
industries of the country to the détri- 
ment of the individual growers.

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WITHAM SPEAKS TO FARMERS. 


Berrien County Agriculturalists Form 
an Association. 

Tifton, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
Pursuant to a call from several of Ber- 
rien’s leading farmers a meeting of over 
a hundred farmers was held yesterday 
in Tifton and organized what will be 
known as the Berrien County Farmers’ 
Club, There were farmers present from 
four adjoining counties, who gave their 
membership to this club, but will go to 
work to organize a club of like kind in 
their respective counties. 

C, A. Williams, a prominent Berrien 
county farmer and ware house man, of 
Tifton, was elected president of the club; 
M. I. McMillan, vice president, and 
Briggs Carson, secretary a nd treasurer. 

Mr. Williams in a plain and forcible 
talk stated that the object of the meet- 
ing Was to organize among the farmers 
in this county for the purpose of reduc- 
Ing the cotton acreage this year. Several 
farmers argued what they thought would 
be the best plans. 

W. S. Witham, of Atlanta, was in Tif- 
ton and made a speech, consuming about 
“an hour, in which he explained the con- 
dition of low priced cotton. He said that 
the crop planted last year was entirely 
too large and the only remedy was to 
reduce the crop 25 per cent and the pur- 
chase of guano 40 per cent. He also 
Stated that the forty-five or fifty With- 
am banks had been instructed to let 
no farmer have money on his crop unless 
he would pledge himself to reduce his 
crop and guano purchases as _ above. 
That his banks would not loan money to 
farmers to make a new crop when they 
had cotton holding on hand. Mr. With- 
am’s speech was very humorous and 


was applaudingly received by the farm- 
crs, Who appreciated his talk. 

It was decided that the only good thht 
could be accomplished would be to re- 
duce the cotton acreage 25 per cent and 
the purchase of guano 40 per cent and 
to this end a committee of eleven from 
different districts in the county was 
appointed, of which Dr. J. H. Hammond 
was made chairman, to confer with all 
the farmers throughout the county and 
devise which would be the best plan to 
reduce the crop by acreage or by per- 
centage. This committee will report at 
the next meeting, which is called for 
the first Saturday in February, at which 
time their work will be considered and 
ratified by the club. 

It was decided by 
three delegates from 
the Southern Cotton 
tion, which meets in 
uary 24, 25 and 26. Messrs. W. W. 
Timmons, E. P. Bowen and M. .L. Me- 
Millan was appointed by the president te 
attend. 

After the enrollment of the names of 
the members of the club the meeting 
adjourned to meet again the first Satur- 
day in February next.
